ary Backhouse has recently returned from a slipper orchid hunting trip to 

China. Now by slipper orchid, this time we are referring to the genus 
Cypripedium, a group of deciduous terrestrials. This is the first of two articles from 
Gary on this subject. The photography, all taken in situ, is simply breathtaking.

True cypripediums are rarely grown in Australia. However we will have an 
upcoming article on the species and hybrids known to be in Australia. Last October 
I was able to photograph one such hybrid in a garden of alpine and woodland plants 
in the upper Blue Mountains, west of Sydney. 


Brian Milligan has provided a couple of articles this issue. One is on Coelogyne 
hybrids, which are steadily building in number and availability in Australia and the 
other co-written with Alan Hope on the history of Paphiopedilum wardii. 


Surviving the Drought 


Orchids have always been described as requiring free draining medium, but 
must never be waterlogged. Whilst this is true for most types of orchids in culti- 
vation, there are a number of genera that appreciate sitting in trays or saucers of 
water, at least during the warmer months. Orchids that I grow sitting in water 
include Sobralia, Thunia (whilst in leaf, they are kept dry whilst dormant and leaf- 
less), Phragmipediums (the South American slipper orchids, that also make ideal 
windowsill plants), Neobenthamia and Phaius. 

This way you are not using (or wasting) as much water as what would normally 
be the case. I am even growing my Nepenthes pitcher plants in shallow saucers of 
water and they have certainly responded well to this change. They are not watered 
again til the saucers have been dry for a day or two. 

On behalf of the editorial and production staff of the AOR we wish all our read-

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he genus Cypripedium is one of the 

famed slipper orchid genera, and is 
related to Selenipedium, Mexipedium, 
Paphiopedilum and Phragmipedium. All 
Cypripedium species are temperate terres- 
trial orchids, usually flowering in spring 
and summer, and have a winter dormancy 
period. The genus contains about 50 
species distributed across the Northern 
Hemisphere in North America, Europe and 
Asia. About 35 species occur in China, 
including about 25 endemic taxa found 
nowhere else. So, to see a range of these 
fabulous orchids in the wild means a visit 
to China! In June 2007, I had the opportu- 
nity to join a small international group of 
orchid botanists and enthusiasts accompa- 
nying Holger and Wenqing Perner on a trip 
through Yunnan and Sichuan Provinces in 
south-western China in search of terrestrial 
orchids in general and Cypripedium in par- 
ticular. Holger has lived and worked in 
China for ten years, and is an expert on the 
temperate terrestrial orchids of China, with 
Cypripedium his specialty. 

Our journey commenced in Kunming, 
the capital of Yunnan Province, where our 
group assembled. From there we drove to 
the city of Lijiang, in the shadow of the 
5,500 m high Yulong Xeushan mountains. 
The next day dawned bright and sunny, and

with much anticipation we drove to Glacier 
Park in the mountains. Our first stop was a 
gentle hillside in a lovely fragrant pine for- 
est with an understorey rich in summer 
wildflowers and other herbs, at about 3,000 
m altitude. There we saw our first 
Cypripedium, C. plectrochilum with its 
white flowers with a ‘shoe-like’ labellum, 
one of the smallest and most common 
species in China. Not far away was the 
spectacular C. margaritaceum with its sin- 
gle heavily red spotted flower sitting 
proudly in the centre of two large, pleated, 
red-spotted leaves lying on the ground. To 
see groups of these plants growing so close 
together (the leaves were overlapping one 
another) was a spectacular sight. 

Further along the road we stopped to 
look for the increasingly rare C. lichian- 
gense, a species closely related to C. mar- 
garitaceum. Although the site is close to 
park headquarters, it has suffered very 
heavily from poaching, and after a long 
search we found only three flowering 
plants and a few seedlings. Only a few 
years ago, many hundreds of plants 
occurred at the site, so it was a little 
depressing to realise these few remaining 
plants will probably disappear very soon. 
Our spirits were greatly revived at the next 
stop, a steep scrubby hillside that had five

species of Cypripedium in flower — flavum, 
forrestii, margaritaceum, plectrochilum 
and tibeticum — all growing within a few 
meters of each other. This was slipper 
orchid heaven! 

The next day we boarded a small fleet of 
4WDs and drove high into the mountains to 
the Ganghoba valley, a landscape of stun- 
ning majesty with towering mountains, 
hanging glaciers, lush pine forest on the 
slopes and wildflower-filled grassland in 
the valley floor. While searching for terres- 
trial orchids there you had to look up every 
few minutes to simply enjoy one of the 
most spectacular landscapes in the world. 


Here, the broad, grassy valley floor was 
dotted with dozens of plants of C. 
tibeticum, with its large, bulbous dark red 
flowers on a short stem. This species 
almost always grows in full sun in open 
meadows and grassy areas. A few steps 
from the grassy valley floor into the pine 
forest on the valley slopes revealed the 
beautiful bright pink C. froschii growing in 
deep shade on the mossy hillside under the 
pines. 

Our next destination was the city of 
Zhongdian (now officially known as 
Shangri-La!) on the Tibetan plateau. A few 
kilometres out of Zhongdian, we stopped at 
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a steep hillside covered with thick, very. 
spiny shrubs. It didn’t look great for 
orchids, but only a few meters off the road 
we started seeing C. yunnanense with its 
bright pink flowers on tall stems. There 
were hundreds of this pretty orchid in 
flower across the hillside, including some 
superb clumps of up to 40 flowering plants 
clustered tightly together. Another orchid 
gem was hiding under the thick, prickly 
scrub — C. guttatum, with its small, glossy 
white and red flowers, the dorsal sepal 
closely hooding the labellum. This delight- 
ful species is the most widely distributed 
Cypripedium, occurring in Europe, Asia 
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and North America. 

From there, a short drive lead us to the 
alpine meadows on the hills around Napa 
Lake, an area famous for its alpine wild- 
flowers. In this location two very nice 
forms of common Cypripedium species 
grow: the ‘golden’ form of C. tibeticum 
which has dark wine red flowers with 
golden streaks on the dorsal sepal and 
petals, and the attractive harlequin form of 
C. flavum, which has a red spotted label- 
lum. What an amazing week it had been, 
searching for these wonderful slipper 
orchids in spectacular mountain scenery, 
already nine species of Cypripedium seen, 
and another province to go! 

Next day we flew to Chengdu, the capi- 
tal of Sichuan Province, famous for its very 
spicy food. Our first destination was 
Luding, deep into ‘Long March’ country in 
the west of Sichuan. I thought we were

again heading for pristine mountain 
forests, but after a hair-raising 4WD jour- 
ney up the mountain, our guide lead us for 
a 6 km trek along muddy tracks through 
mostly cleared farmland on the plateau. 
There were only a few small patches of 
remnant pine forest clinging to slopes con- 
sidered too steep for farming. It was on one 
of these slopes that a few plants of C. 
wardii, a charming little species with its 
small crystalline white flowers with scat- 
tered red spots, were hanging on. This 
species was known in cultivation in Europe 
and Japan from plants smuggled out of 
China, but the location of wild populations 
had been a mystery to botanists for many 
years. Then, in 2006, Holger received a tip 
and contacted a plant collector who knew 
where the species was growing, and was 
prepared (for a fee) to show Holger the site. 
Holger took our group to see this lovely lit- 


tle orchid, with the plant collector making 
more money from showing us the plants 
than he would have from collecting and 
selling them. Hopefully this will lead to 
protection of the plants for other visitors to 
see. Very few westerners have ever seen 
this rare species in the wild, so we counted 
ourselves extremely fortunate, perhaps 
more so than we realised at the time. On the 
walk back down the mountain, we came 
across three young boys who had been col- 
lecting orchids from the area to sell in the 
local village for use in Chinese medicine. 
They each had bags full of orchids, mostly 
Bletilla, Pleione and Cypripedium. It was 
some distance from the C. wardii site, but 
who knows how long this orchid will sur- 
vive there? 

From Luding it was a tortuous two day 
journey travelling over the narrow moun- 
tain roads to Wolong, a small town deep in

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the Sigumang Shan mountains, in Giant 
Panda country. We were looking for yet 
another pink slipper orchid, C. franchetii, 
in the valley, but roadworks had destroyed 
most of the only accessible colony. We did 
find three flowering plants, with one still in 
good condition. Our small convoy then 
wound its way up through the stunning 
mountains towards Balangshan Pass at 
over 4,000 m altitude. At about 3,500 m the 
pine forests gave way to extensive alpine 
meadows ablaze with summer wildflow- 
ers, including many terrestrial orchids. 
There were hundreds of C. tibeticum dotted 
through the meadows, this time a very 
dark, almost black, form that is sometimes 
called C. corrugatum. The lush meadows 


were surrounded by mountain peaks tow- 
ering to over 6,000 m, a truly awesome 
landscape. 

Our next stop was Huanglong Biosphere 
Reserve, famous for its river of calcified 
terraced pools cascading down the valley. 
The sight of literally thousands of cypri- 
pediums in full bloom, set in truly spectac- 
ular and magnificent scenery, makes this 
site one of the great orchid wonders of the 
world! Cypripedium flavum and C. 


tibeticum (a nice heavily striped bright 
pink form) make up the bulk of slipper 
orchids growing at Huanglong, along with 
the large dark blood red C. calcicolum, the 
small brown-flowered C. bardolphianum 
and a few C. guttatum. One novelty was a 


natural hybrid between C. calcicolum and 
C. tibeticum, a very large dark red flower 
with inflated, bulbous labellum. 

About 1,000 m lower than Huanglong is 
the Danyun Gorge, a spectacular narrow 
gorge with almost vertical cliff walls tow- 
ering hundreds of meters overhead 
(although mostly lost in the clouds and rain 
while we were there). Scrambling up the

thick wet forested slopes, we found C. 
sichuanense, another species with two 
spotted ground-hugging leaves and a red 
spotted flower, and the absolutely charm- 
ing C. micranthum, a small yellowish 
green orchid with long dense red bristles on 
the stem and back of the dorsal sepal. This 
tiny orchid grows only a few centimeters 
high, and is almost lost in the grasses and 
moss of the forest floor. 

Our last stop was Wanglang Nature 
Reserve. Another rough 4WD trip then 
walking several kilometres brought us to a 
small glacial valley high in the mountains. 
The sparse forest and open gravelly valley 


floor was an ideal habitat for many orchids, 
including an attractive yellow form of C. 
bardolphianum, hundreds of C. flavum and 
C. tibeticum, a few C. calcicolum and one 
small colony of C. guttatum, mostly fin- 
ished. 

While we were busy photographing the 
garden of orchids in the valley, Holger had 
walked up into the headwaters of a small 
mountain stream high above the valley. He 
was looking for a very special plant that had 
not been seen by westerners in the wild for 
decades. A faint shout reached us, and look- 
ing up we could just make out this small fig- 
ure at the mouth of a deep gorge, waving his 
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Cypripedium margaritaceum Lijiang

arms excitedly. Had Holger found his elu- 
sive orchid? We set off on the exhausting 
two kilometre climb up along the cascading 
stream until it narrowed into a short, steep 
and high gorge. There, on the sides of the 
gorge, Holger had spotted the orchid that 
had eluded him and other botanists for so 
long — the stunning C. farreri, with its large 
yellow lip and brown-striped sepals and 
petals. The few plants were clinging precar- 
iously to the narrow ledges on the gorge 
walls, a perilous situation exceeded only by 
our own attempts at climbing the very steep, 
loose, gravelly gorge walls to get close 
enough to photograph this beauty. Very few 
people have ever seen this orchid in the wild, 
and we were quite possibly the first west- 
emers since Reginald Farrer discovered the 
orchid in the early 1900s. It was the last new 
orchid on the last day of orchiding on our 
trip to China — what a sensational way to fin- 
ish a great trip! During our three weeks of 
travels, we had managed to see sixteen 
Cypripedium species (and one hybrid), 
about half of China’s total, and a third of the 
world total. We also saw and photographed 
another 35 species of terrestrial orchids in 
flower, but that is another story. |

Orchid supports evolution theory at the 
Sydney Botanic Gardens 


n example of the genius of Charles 

Darwin’s theory on evolution is cur- 
rently in flower in the guise of an orchid, 
the Star of Bethlehem (or Comet Orchid), 
at Sydney’s Royal Botanic Gardens. 
Botanic Gardens Trust Executive Director, 
Dr Tim Entwisle said Darwin predicted 41 
years before its discovery that a pollinator 
had to exist to ensure the survival of the 
orchid. 

“The Star of Bethlehem was discovered 
in Madagascar in the 1860s. Its unique 
because it stores nectar at the bottom of a 
tube up to 30 centimetres (12 inches) 
long,” Dr Entwisle said. “Darwin saw the 
extraordinary flower with its very thin and 
long tube and believed an animal had to 
have evolved to enable it to reach the nec- 
tar and ensure the plant’s survival. 

“In 1903, 21 years after Darwin’s death, 
the mysterious pollinator was found — sup- 
porting Darwin’s theory of evolution. The 
pollinator was a hawk moth with a pro- 
boscis long enough to reach the bottom of 
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the orchid’s nectar tube or ‘spur’. It was 
named Xanthopan morganii praedicta — to 
honour Darwin’s prediction. 

“It’s clear the moth and orchid evolved 
together, starting with an orchid with a 
small tube and a moth with a small tongue 
and over time they both grew longer and 
longer,” he said. “It’s all about competition 
for food and pollination.” 

The Star of Bethlehem (Angraecum 
sesquipedale) is currently blooming at the 
Tropical Centre at Sydney’s Royal Botanic 
Gardens. All up there are approximately 
232 tropical orchids in the Tropical Centre 
and over 1,000 other orchid species grown 
outdoors. 

Dr Entwisle said the orchid family is 
one of the largest plant families in the 
world and many varieties are suitable for 
planting in home gardens. “There are 
around 107 orchid genera containing more 
than 800 species growing in Australia — 
most unique to the country. Many are suit- 
able for home gardens,” he said. “Each 


orchid has particular requirements, but 
most like a moist, free-draining mix, and 
prefer semi-shade or filtered light and 
good air flow. Orchid plants will live for 
many years if their conditions are right and 
there are no pests. 

“There are two types of orchids, epi- 
phytes which grow on trees and terrestrial 
which grow on the ground. In Australia, 
the less flamboyant terrestrial species out- 
number the epiphytes three to one,” Dr 
Entwisle said. 

The Tropical Centre is open daily from 
10am until 4pm, a fee applies for entry — 
$8.80 for families (2 adults/2 children), 
$4.40 for adults, $3.30 for seniors and 
$2.20 for children or concession. Entry to 
the Royal Botanic Gardens is free. |

onsidering its size (200 species and 
about 40 hybrids) the Asian genus 
Coelogyne has never been as popular as 
dendrobiums, bulbophyllums or vanda- 
ceous species. However, most growers 
have Coelogyne cristata in their collec- 
tions, and perhaps also C. mooreana, C. 
flaccida, C. fimbriata or C. tomentosa, all 
of which are suitable for a cosy shade- 
house. These species experience wet, 
warm conditions during the wet season, 
and cool, relatively dry conditions during 
the ‘dry’ season. They should be watered 
heavily during summer (every day or two) 
but much less during winter (once every 
week or two). 
All of the above species are found at ele- 
vations above 1000 m, and consequently 
they may be grown under frost-free condi- 


tions. (C. cristata is found at elevations of 


1500-2600m, C. mooreana at 1300- 
2000m, C. flaccida at 1000-2000m, C. 
fimbriata at 0-1500m and C. tomentosa at 
‘low to moderate’ altitudes). But do not

imagine that all Coelogyne species may be 
grown under the above conditions. 
Species like C. pandurata and C. asperata 
grow at much lower altitudes (<1000m), 
and need tropical conditions if they are to 
grow and flower well. And then there are 
high-altitude species, such as C. corym- 
bosa (up to 2800m), that flourish only if 
they can be kept cool and damp during 
summer. Fortunately there are many oth- 
ers that are suitable for cultivation under 
intermediate conditions (min. temp. 10- 
12°C). Some of those that grow and 
flower well in my ‘intermediate’ 
glasshouse are C. fragrans (1000-1600m), 
C. flexuosa (900-1500m), C. speciosa 
(700-2000 m) and C. lawrenceana (‘mod- 
erate’ elevations). 

Relatively few Coelogyne hybrids have 
been made, the most commonly grown in 
Melbourne being C. Unchained Melody 
(C. cristata x C. flaccida) and C. Linda 
Buckley (C. mooreana x C. cristata), 
which (like the parent species) may be 
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grown without heat in Melbourne. Others 
that I grow and recommend are C. Jannine 
Banks (C. mooreana x C. flaccida) and C. 
Memoria W. Micholitz (C. lawrenceana x 
C. mooreana). Others on my wish list are 
the recently registered C. Spring Showers 
(C. cristata x C. lawrenceana) and C. 
Memoria Louis Forget (C. speciosa x C. 
mooreana). Micholitz and Forget were 
two of Frederick Sander’s last plant col- 
lectors, both retiring from service at the 
onset of the First World War. As an aside 
you still see plants of C. Unchained 
Melody incorrectly labelled as “C. 
Intermedia”. True C. Intermedia is C. 
cristata x C. tomentosa, a hybrid I do not 
believe is in Australia. 

Coelogyne speciosa has been used more 
widely in hybridising than any other 
species, eleven hybrids having been regis- 
tered with this species as the pod parent 
and seven as the pollen parent; only a few 
of these are readily available in Australia. 
Only those made with a cool-growing

Australian Natives 


There are many natives that bloom during the 
summer months. Including Sarcochilus ceciliae, 
Dendrobium monophyllum, Phaius species, 
Calanthe triplicata and our native cymbidiums. 
There will also be some Dendrobium hybrids 
with tropical parentage in bloom. 

The ongoing challenge of providing enough 
water to keep our orchids growing and healthy 
remains. Light rain barely wets the soil and any 
good downpours seem to be followed by strong, 
drying winds. This means the challenge of stor- 
ing water is now a long term issue. The variety of 
water tanks continues to increase. 

Make the most of water by watering in the 
evening. This is a great time of day to get out in 
the cool after the sun sets and have a good look at 
your collection — unless you live in an area with 
lots of mozzies. Under bench foliage plants will 
help to maintain humidity levels throughout the 
day and will also help to create a healthy micro- 
climate for orchids. If you are hand-watering 
change the order in which you water your plants 
so if you get tired or run out of time at the end the 
same ones don’t keep missing out. 

Look at your growing environment. See if you 
can stop some of the moisture-stealing winds by 
using solid coverings or simply trees and shrubs 
growing thick and high, but take care not to com- 
pletely block all air movement or you will end up 
with a greenhouse that the cooler growing natives 
won’t appreciate, or problems with fungal infec- 
tions. 

Repotting can continue over the summer, par-

ticularly if you didn’t get it all done earlier. I had 
quite a few natives with mature growths by 
October. I wonder if I’ll get a second crop before 
summer is out or do they know something 
unpleasant is coming? Evaluate your media. 
Does it dry out too quickly and need some water 
retaining material added? Take note about the 
usual warning about making a radical media 
change and applying it to the whole of your col- 
lection at once. There have been disasters where 
new media doesn’t suit the growing conditions or 
water quality and many natives have been lost. 

Keep the fertiliser dilute. You don’t want salt 
build-up if you don’t have the water to flush out 
the pots. If you are hand watering it would be 
very tempting to add fertiliser every time. Don’t 
be tempted! 

Keep things tidy around the plants. Remove 
weed from pots as they steal valuable water as 
well as turn the media to mush. 

There will be pests ready to munch lush green 
new shoots. The usual slugs and snails and new 
growth munching caterpillars come out after 
dark. Ants nest in the top of growths of large den- 
drobiums such as D. speciosum, there will often 
be scale as well. [use a small amount of vegetable 
oil mixed with pure soap on them. It is also effec- 
tive for upsetting aphids which collect on new 
growths. Aphids can be removed by gently run- 
ning fingers along the growth and squashing 
them. An environmentally friendly method of 
control and you can use gloves if you don’t like 
the mess. Dendrobium beetle is an insidious pest 
found in many drier areas. The black and orange 
adults lay eggs that look like foam at the base of 
the pseudobulbs. The larvae are fat caterpillars 
that eat out the centre of the pseudobulb. Their 
presence is often undetected until it is way too 
late. They particularly like the large growths of 
D. speciosum. Controlling this pest need potent 
systemic insecticides or, if you don’t have many 
beetles, you could try catching and squashing 
adults by putting your hand or something under 
them before knocking them off the growth. If you 
notice a hole created by the caterpillar, insert a 
piece of wire or perform some light surgery to 
expose it then remove it. 


Cattleyas 


With summer fast approaching our Cattleyas 
are starting to come into growth. If your plants 
were affected by frost during the winter DO NOT 
attempt to divide or repot until you see new roots 
appearing. This is very important as you can 
upset the plants growth. When the roots are about 
10mm long, then you can repot into a new mix or 
remove dead sections of the plant and repot the 
living section into the smallest pot that you can 
get the plant into. For a medium use a medium 
bark plus perlite, grade P-500 or P-550. Use 
about 5 to | mixture. Maybe if the piece of plant 
is not too healthy pot in sphagnum moss plus a 
little perlite. 

For a nutrient use MERRI-FERT at 0.5gram 
per litre of water plus SUPERTRIVE® at Iml in 
five litres of made up nutrient. Apply every five 
to seven days. 

Mature plants can now be moved into a cool 
house or shade house with around 70% shade 
depending on your locality. 

Repot if necessary. Divide when you see new 
roots. To encourage new roots drench with AUX- 
INONE® weekly. Plants will appreciate a change 
of nutrients during this early summer period. 


GROWTH BLOOD and BONE® or MAJOR 
CARP® work well on Cattleyas. Apply at 3 to 5 
ml per litre of water weekly. 

Check for scale on plants. If present, spray 
with ECO-OIL®, ANTI-SCALE® could also be 
used. During summer water weekly, early morn- 
ing or late afternoon, depending on weather con- 
ditions in your area. | 


Cymbidiums 

All of your dividing should be finished by 
now. Potting on can still continue. A few appli- 
cation applications of rooting compound would 
be beneficial such as AUXINONE®. Mix in with 
your normal fertiliser at Iml/litre of nutrient. 

Fertilise weekly with PETERS Cal Mag Hi K 
up to Christmas or Alan’s MERRI FERT. In 
January revert back to PETERS Cal May Hi N or 
BALANCE or Alan’s MERRI FERT. Watch for 
marks on leaves denoting a deficiency in calcium 
or magnesium or may be iron. If unsure ask a 
knowledgeable grower in your area to look at 
your plants. 

Pests over the summer period can be a prob- 
lem. Two-Spotted Mites are the number one 
problem. If present spray with AZAMAX® or 
ECO-OIL®. Again, if not sure, ask some one. 

Fungal leaf spots can be a problem if we have 
a wet or humid summer. Spray with MAN- 
COZEB®. Bulb rot can also be a problem. 
Drench with ANTI-ROT® (Agrifos 600) or 
Fongarid®. 

Check plants for virus. If present— remove and 
take to your local tip. 

Watch your watering during summer. Drench 
weekly. If you have heat wave conditions, cool 
plants down with a mister at sunset. This helps to 
create a temperature drop to help plants initiate 
their flowering spikes for next year. 

Last keep weeds down as they absorb your 
plants nutrients and moisture, and harbor fungi 
and insects. | 


Paphiopedilum 

Any outstanding repotting should be attended 
to early during this period as paphiopedillums 
really do not like very hot weather and there is no 
sense in adding the stress of repotting to the stress 
caused by heat. 

The early part of this period is the time to 
attend to shading. Look for areas of clear glass 
and spots where the sun shines through open 
vents. The best conditions are really obtained 
when extra shade is added during summer and 
largely removed during winter. If you follow this 
practice the shade should be in place by now. If, 
however, you just add a bit extra shade during 
summer this is the time to do it. Overlong leaves 
which tend to hang over the side of the pot are a 
sign of too much summer shade; short, upright, 
yellowish leaves indicate too little. 

Regular watering and fertilising is the 
routine for this period of the year. Don’t overdo 
it, even when the weather is hot. If the plants 
don’t need water, and you feel you must do some- 
thing, simply give them a misting with a fog noz- 
zle. It is a good idea to get to know the weight of 
a pot when wet and when dry; this way you won’t 
keep the plant too wet. The experienced grower 
can tell by the look of the plants when he needs 
to water — the leaves droop ever so slightly. 
Another good trick is to run your hand over the 
top of the leaves; when they are turgid they rus- 
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CULTURAL NOTES 


tle — when they need water they don’t. 

During very hot weather it is good practice to 
water during the evening. This helps the night 
temperature; it also allows the plant to take up 
and retain water so that it is better prepared for 
the heat of the next day. 

If you strike a plant which is droopy and dehy- 
drated, even though the mixture is obviously 
moist, the odds are that it has no roots. Maybe it 
has been kept too wet. In any case it should be 
repotted into fresh mixture, no matter what the 
season. Repotting is usually sufficient but if you 
feel there is a major problem, a swim in Fongarid 
for twenty minutes or so (the plant, that is) will 
do no harm. 

Keep an eye out for mealy bug and treat it 
early if you find it, as it can spread like wildfire. 
The only other problem you may strike is a fun- 
gal infection which appears in hot, humid 
weather and seems to affect only green-flowered 
paphs. This appears as small brown spots which 
quickly turn to holes through the leaves. The 
effect is almost as though somebody has fired a 
shotgun — from some distance — at the plant. This 
does little harm but it is unsightly. It is easily 
cleared up with Ciba Geiav Rose spray. | 


Phalaenopsis 


Plants are now growing well. Repot if neces- 
sary many growers are now using Coco peat with 
good results. Most phalli growers are still using 
bark. 

Fertilise weekly with a good general purpose 
fertiliser such as PETERS GENERAL PUR- 
POSE or maybe Alan’s MERRI FERT. An occa- 
sional application of GROWTH BLOOD and 
BONE® (takes the place of Garden Party) or 
MAJOR CARP. This could be applied every 
three or four weeks. 

Keep humidity up during hot weather. Mist 
plants if necessary. Water weekly depending on 
weather conditions. 

Watch for pests such as mealy bug — spray 
with NATRASOAP® mixed with SPRAYTECH 
OIL®. 

Check for bacterial rots and fungal spots 
MANCOZEB PLAS is a good general purpose 
fungicide. Apply at label rates. 

Watch shading. Not too light nor too dark. 
Good air flow is essential. | 


Vandaceous 


Potting:— Potting of small plants can be done at 
any time. Top any large plants which have 
become leggy, leaving at least three roots on the 
top. If possible some leaves should be left on the 
old stem to encourage kikie growth. 
Watering:— Water daily. Keep root system moist 
with additional misting if necessary. 

Light:— Strap leaf vandas and ascocendas need 
50 to 70% shade. Other vandas 30%. 
Fertiliser:— Fertilise weekly alternating over a 
four weekly period. 

Wk.1.—Inorganic high nitrogen (Campbells 

B, Aqua feed or Aquasol). 

Wk.2.— Wuxall Foliar. 

Wk.3.— As for Wk.1. 

Wk 4. — Organic (Fish Emulsion or Nitrosol). 
Pest Control:— Fungicide every six weeks with 
Daconil, Mancozeb, Ridomil MZ WP, or 
Wettable Sulphur. 

Use Diazanon, Malathion or Pyre-thrum to 
control scale and insects.

Frank Kingdon-Ward and 
Paphiopedilum wardi 


| Fae Kingdon-Ward is often referred 
to as the last of the great plant 
hunters. Over a period of 45 years (1911- 
1956) he made 22 expeditions, mainly to 
Burma, Tibet and China (Yunnan and 
Szechuan), in search of new plants. He 
wrote 14 books about his travels, the first 
of them (Land of the Blue Poppy) record- 
ing the many dangers that he faced during 
his trip to the mountains of Burma, 
Yunnan and Tibet in 1911. The Blue 
Poppy refers to the sky-blue flowers of 
Meconopsis betonicifolia, which grows 
at altitudes of 4000-5000 m in Tibet and 
Yunnan. Sadly, this beautiful blue poppy 
does not take kindly to much of 
Australia’s hot summer weather but 
seems to thrive in Christchurch and 
Dunedin in New Zealand’s much cooler 
South Island. 

Over the years Kingdon-Ward collected 
plants for several different employers - 
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by Brian Milligan and Alan Hope 


nurseries, syndicates of wealthy garden- 
ers, and the Royal Horticultural Society. 
Mostly he collected high-altitude plants 
suitable for outdoor cultivation in 
England, Wales and Scotland. He col- 
lected many new rhododendron species, 
including the lovely yellow-flowered 
Rhododendron wardii. A few notable 
plant introductions (among the horde of 
plants that he found) were the brilliant yel- 
low Primula florindae (named after his 
first wife, Florinda), Cotoneaster con- 
spicuus and Lilium mackliniae (named 
after his much younger second wife, Jean 
Macklin, who accompanied him on sey- 
eral excursions). 

Kingdon-Ward found relatively few 
epiphytic orchids during his travels, 
mainly because his excursions centred on 
mountainous areas where the native 
orchids were terrestrial. However, in 
1922, while crossing a mountainous area 


of Northern Burma (now Myanmar) on his 
return from an expedition to China, he col- 
lected a single Paphiopedilum plant in 
flower. Unfortunately, it was lost during 
the following weeks of the trek. However, 
Ward vividly remembered its beautiful 
chocolate-coloured flower and the general 
location where it grew, and was deter- 
mined to find more plants. Although he 
continued to search for the lost slipper 
whenever he passed through the region, it 
wasn’t until November 1931 that he found 
a number of flowering plants spread over a 
wide area. They were collected on his 
return journey and shipped to England 
where the first of them flowered in 1932. 
The British taxonomist Summerhayes then 
named the species Paphiopedilum wardii 
in honour of its discoverer. 

Before its rediscovery, it was thought 
that this species may in fact be a natural 
hybrid between P. venustum and P.

Sadokum — A New Orchid 
outheast Asia 


Abstract: 
Studies by the senior author, in an as yet 
unpublished work on Philippine 


Grammatophyllum species of the section 
Gabertia, have revealed considerable dif- 
ferences in a plant well-known in cultiva- 
tion as Grammatophyllum stapeliiflorum 
(Tjsm. & Binn.) J.J.Sm.(Orchidaceae, 
Cymbidieae). The authors consider these 
differences to be of sufficient validity as to 
create a new genus for this plant, which is 
here proposed. The genus contains one 
species and the new combination is also 
made here.

Discussion: 
Based on our detailed studies of the dif- 
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ferent Grammatophyllum species, it 

became obvious that this species does not 

belong in its currently assigned genus. The 
reasons include the following: 

1. The leaves are brittle and shiny. 

2. The pseudobulbs are short, glossy and 
more rounded than oblong. 

3. The raceme is short and pendulous 
with just a few flowers. 

4. The dorsal sepal is very much arched 
into a hood that protects the column. 

5. The petals are much shorter than the 
sepals and they are reflexed. 

6. The general shape of the labellum is 
different, with the mid lobe very much 
enlarged. 

7. The column is very much curved with 

a hollow, somewhat prominent base. 

8. The floral markings are different from 
those of the other Grammatophyllum 
species. 

9. The plant does not exhibit the terato- 
logic basal flowers, commonly seen in 
all the other Grammatophyllum 
species.

Etymology: 

The generic epithet is derived from 
Samar-Leyte vernacular word sadok, 
referring to a cap or hood. This is in refer- 
ence to the dorsal sepal of the flower that 
seems to hood the column of the bloom. 
The vernacular of Samar-Leyte was cho- 
sen because it is the nearest word that we 
have come upon that is closest to the ori- 
gin of the specimen, which is the province 
of Surigao, on the island of Mindanao. 
Applying the word sadok into the generic 
epithet gives the plant an Austro-Malayan 
sound. The Philippine language and its 


dialects, being a part of the greater Austro- 
Malayan family of languages. It is equally 
the range for the genus and the species. 
Choosing this word also served to preserve 
the general culture of the Austro-Malayan 
people. Words and language are part and 
parcel of any culture.

Before getting down to the subject of 
the show itself and the winning plants and 
growers, thanks must go to the band of 
hard working members who did all the 
hard work which made the show possible. 
Anyone who has been involved in staging 
and running a major event such as this will 
know just how much planning and prepa- 


ration goes into making it all happen on the 
day. Thanks must also go to the growers 
who bring their plants along, carefully pre- 
pared and painstakingly packed and trans- 
ported, often from hundreds of kilometers 
away. 

Special thanks also to Ararat Rural City 
for their ongoing support, both financially 
and through the provision of the Ararat 
Performing Arts Centre as a show venue. 
Over the last twelve years the national 
body (ACS) and the Victorian state cym- 
bidium club (COSV) have formed strong 
bonds with the council and many of the 
residents of Ararat, since the support of the 
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council and the hard work of David Clark 
back in 1996 made the very first National 
Cymbidium Show a reality. 

Thanks must also go to Leon Van Rijn 
of Fleurijn Orchids — Holland for his gen- 
erous support as naming rights sponsor of 
the show. Leon had originally been a joint 
naming rights sponsor for three years, then 
happily took on the responsibility of sole 
naming rights sponsor and twice his previ- 
ous financial commitment in 2005. 

While Ararat can and has turned on 
some particularly chilly and inclement 
weather in September over previous years 
we couldn’t have asked for better this year, 
sunny days and temperatures of around 
twenty degrees made for a very pleasant 
long weekend for exhibitors and visitors to 
the show. The expansion taking place 
around Ararat, as it becomes a popular 
destination for people from the city seek- porn x HB 
ing a “tree change” combined with the Cym. Kimberley Valley ‘Malibu’, Kimberley Orchids. 
now improved rail service from eg ~~ F 
Melbourne and Adelaide has led to a i 
noticeable increase in visitors to the show. 
It was a pleasure to again welcome cym- 
bidium enthusiasts from across the coun- 
try, SA, WA, NSW, and Tasmania as well 
as New Zealand, to Australia’s premier 
cymbidium orchid show. 

This year the majority of displays which 
incorporated a theme ran with variations 
on the theme of Ararat’s 150 year celebra- 
tions. Born from the great Victorian gold 
rush and the uniqueness of being 
Australia’s only town settled by Chinese 
immigrants who had walked overland 
from the coastal town of Robe in South 
Australia seeking their fortune, Ararat and 
the surrounding areas developed into 
farming, notably sheep grazing and vini- 
culture, with many fine wineries estab- 
lished in the area. Consequently a number 
of displays featured mining, early settlers, Cy. (Winter Fire x Last Tango), K. Purcell. 
viniculture, farming and Chinese themes 
were featured. 

Both the John Mata Trophy for best dis- 
play by a state club and the champion dis- 
play in show went to Chinese heritage 
themed displays. The John Mata Trophy 
was won by the Cymbidium Orchid 
Society of Victoria and the champion dis- 
play by David and Carol Allen. 

Champion flowering plant in show and 
champion large flower went to Kimberley 
Orchids for their Cym. Kirby Lesh ‘Pink 
Ice’ a previous national show winner was 
presented this year with two large spikes in 
prime condition. This appealing soft pink 
is possibly the most classical show type to 
have resulted from this well known 
Geyserland hybrid, at least in Australia. 

Champion cut stem in show and cham- 
pion small standard cut stem was won by 
Phil Grech with a shapely pink from bg 
Valley Orchids breeding, Cym. Valley Cym. Joans Era ‘August’, Kimberley Orchids. 
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Champion ‘Gorgeous’. The neat and tai- 
lored flowers of this clone combined with 
good flower count and spike habit make it 
a fine example of what a quality small 
standard Cymbidium should be. Phil also 
won champion novelty with an impressive 
plant of his Cym. Wallamurra ‘Ninja 
Warrior’ as well as champion cut stems in 
the large flower, Cym. (Walaga Lake x So 
Bold) and intermediate, Cym. Louies Pride 
‘Oasis’. 

Among the class champions in the plant 
section Andy Tran won best small stan- 
dard with Cym. Spicy Khan ‘Comet’ Andy 
also won champion small standard speci- 
men with Cym. Granny Smith ‘Tee Pee’ 
and champion intermediate seedling with 
Cym.

Setting up the Fleurijn Orchids-Holland 
2007 National Cymbidium Orchid Show

‘Khan Flame Mocca’ the 
Champion Cymbidium Hybrid. 

As mentioned earlier, July is very early for cymbidiums in 
Victoria, but the enthusiastic members of the Geelong Orchid and 
Indoor Plant Club weren’t deterred by that fact. Visiting shows 
such as this, in cities and towns which aren’t usually featured in 
orchid magazines, is always interesting and there are always 
some quality plants on show as there are plenty of good growers 
who live outside of our capital cities. fi

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W: are all in big trouble with the lack 
of water not only in Australia but 
around the world. 

It seems that governments have done 
very little to address the problem. In South 
Australia, the Government has done a lit- 
tle, eg. created some wetlands and some of 
the northern market gardens use recycled 
water as well as the new housing area at 
Mawson Lakes. Mawson Lakes have two 
sets of water pipes, one for inside the 
dwelling and one (recycled water) for out- 
side. The amount of water used on gardens 
at Mawson Lakes for gardens would be 
minimal as the houses are “bumper to 
bumper’ on tiny blocks — they have about 
9 square metres of lawn at best and two pot 
plants! 

The water table has continued to 
decrease as there is very little going back 
into the aquifer system. I think that one 
very big reason is that in our wisdom (the 
town planners and engineers) made a deci- 
sion to stop household rainwater run off 
going back into the soil. All household 
runoff had to be piped out into the 
stormwater system that flows into the sea, 
polluting the ocean and killing off the sea 
grasses and crustaceans. 

One thing that disturbs me is the sheer 
waste of good water by industry, in this 
state the water security minister has done 
nothing to curb the total waste of good 
water by industry. The Minister would 
rather make the gardening community 
bear the brunt of Commonwealth and State 
Governments’ total lack of planning and 
development of water infrastructure. 
There has been no work done on the water 
infrastructure for at least 35 years. The 
population in this time has grown by many 
millions. The politicians keep forming 
committees to look into these issues but 
just like the old English TV sitcom Yes 
Minister, nothing is ever achieved. 

What a horrible place we will be living 
in with no gardens, lots of weeds — a dry, 
brown, dusty and hot hell hole. I would 
like the media on a hot day to take some 
thermal imaging photographs of the whole 
of Adelaide and suburbs and compare the 
older districts that have a bit of land sur- 
rounding the house with trees, shrubs, 
lawns and flowers and compare them with 
the new ones. The modern type dwellings 
are build closely together with mostly con- 
crete and paving surrounding them, dark 
tin roofing and some without any gardens 
at all. The houses themselves are of mostly 
brick veneer construction which heats up 
and cools down rapidly. They are not 
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energy efficient and with the high energy 
use combined with the ambient tempera- 
ture one can only imagine the hot thermals 
these areas produce. We are driving any 
possible rain further out to sea. My 
thoughts often go back many years when 
some scientists suggested we obtain water 
from the Ord River and they were brushed 
off and called all sorts of names. If there 
were gas there we would have twin 
pipelines down here. We pump Murray 
River water into our dams 24 hours a day 
and I know we use just 1% but 1% of the 
dying Murray is too much. 

Gardens are important because trees, 
shrubs, lawns and flowers help the envi- 
ronment by the oxygen they produce and 
play a huge role in keeping the houses and 
ambient temperatures cool during our 
summers which reduce power usage thus 
lessening the greenhouse gases produced. 
Gardens also benefit us both physically 
and mentally. } 

I would like to see all our storm water 
reused in total. Why can’t this enormous 
amount of water be pumped back to stor- 
age areas by creating dams and wetlands in 
all our vacant land? The dry parklands 
could be turned into showpiece wetlands, 


gardens and trees. The River Torrens could — 


be dredged deeper with all this extra water. 
We live one street away from a ‘concreted 
drain’, the Sturt River. I despair whenever 
Twalk by this water course. The amount of 
water rushing down after it mans is an 
enormous waste. 

The Torrens aay “Sturt rivers never 


reached the sea before us clever Anglo’s 
arrived. 

Jeanne and I do our best to conserve 
water; we have a front loader washing 
machine, a dual flush toilet, a single mixer 
tap in the shower that is an excellent water 
saver (you can easily regulate the flow, 
turn off water while you soap up then on 
again to rinse off), no leaking taps and we 
use a bucket to collect the cold water 
before it turns hot for dish washing. I never 
flush the toilet during the day, I water the 
lemon, mandarin trees and various shrubs. 
Jeanne rides a bike 10km each way to 
work every day so we use the car spar- 
ingly. We also grow 600 Trees for Life 
every year. Once our rainwater tanks are 
full the excess goes into the ground not 
into the stormwater system. 

Last but not best! The SA Government is 
still investigating building a desalinisation 
plant at Port Augusta with the taxpayer hav- 
ing to foot the bill. I have reservations about 
the plant because it’s BHP Billiton that will 
use the bulk of the water produced with an 
enormous amount of power/energy used to 
achieve fresh water. Many years ago when 
Lused to spend a bit of time in Coober Pedy, 
I used to wonder where the water came 
from to sustain their population. They had a 
large desalinisation plant and it was solar 
powered. I suppose a solar powered plant 
may not supply the enormous amount for 
mining industry needs but may be capable 
of supplying townships. 

A week after writing this article, I 
received my copy of Gardening Australia 
magazine and there was an article Are We 
Being Conned by Jolyon Burnett, the 
Chief Executive Officer of the Irrigation 
Association of Australia. He has a degree 
in agriculture, science and a masters in 
environmental science as well as a 25 year 
career in agriculture, horticulture, research 
and development and association manage- 
ment. I have included the excerpt below 
along with an excerpt from an Adelaide 
news paper. 


The ‘water crisis’ as it has been called, 
was never just about the drought. No mat- 
ter how much follow-up rain we have and 
how full the dams eventually get, we still 
need to be much more responsible about 
how we use our drinking water, and about 
what other sources of water we can use 
instead. 

Climate change, whatever else it 
means, will bring greater variability to our 
weather. Continuing urban consolidation 
will draw more people to our cities, which

means we will all be living closer together. 

Lifestyle changes will mean more water- 
using appliances such as dishwashers, 
second and third toilets and air condition- 
ers in the average home — all calling for the 
use of more water that we haven't planned 
for and currently don’t have the infrastruc- 
ture to either store or deliver. 

Ask yourself why gardeners are being 
enlisted to solve, almost single-handedly, 
a problem that is largely of the 
Government's making. 

Housing blocks are getting smaller, 
houses are getting bigger and gardens 
are shrinking. At the same time, there is 
more paving, and few annuals and new 
plants that require watering. 

So water use in gardens is already drop- 
ping. Indeed, it’s the new houses them- 
selves, with their three showers, four toilets 
and full air conditioning, that are using the 
water. 

So why do water restrictions only target 
outdoor water use? Because it is easy to 
police, and gives the appearance of tough 
measures. 

Home gardens, public parks and gar- 
dens, and sporting (though not the State of 
Origin ground, mind you!) are seen as 
being unnecessary luxuries, and the pub- 
lic has been conned into accepting that 


these vital community spaces should suf- 
fer because watering plants is wasteful. 

It's ironic that the current water restric- 
tions actually ban the most efficient ways 
of watering your garden. Modern irrigation 
systems can be programmed to apply 
water only when the soil is dry and, by 
using soil moisture monitors, turn the water 
off when the soil is ‘full’. 

Rain switches can switch the water off 
when it rains, irrigation controllers can time 
the watering to happen at night when 
evaporation is at its lowest and some sys- 
tems can even apply different amounts of 
water to different sections of the garden. 

In short, they can apply water far more 
accurately and efficiently than most gar- 
deners are able to with buckets and hoses. 

Health Benefits — Both public and pri- 
vate gardens are essential components of 
a healthy, happy community, especially 
with the steady increase in housing den- 
sity. 

They improve health, help to reduce 
childhood obesity, prolong active lives in 
the elderly and help reduce energy use for 
heating and cooling. 

Despite this, lazy policy sees the taps 
turned off and the parks and gardens 
wither in the false belief that this is the best 
way to save water.

The Green Cathedral project spear- 
headed by St Peter's Cathedral, will over- 
haul energy and water use in buildings on 
North Adelaide’s southern fringe to create 
amore sustainable environment. The cen- 
terpiece of the proposal is the capture of 
stormwater from North Adelaide streets 
and its diversion into the aquifer below 
Adelaide Oval. 

The water, which will be naturally 
cleansed in the wetlands, will then be 
available for use on the oval and park- 
lands. 

Cathedral dean Dr Steven Ogden said 
the 10 year project was instigated to help 


conserve and protect the environment as it 
struggles with climate change. ‘There’s a 
moral imperative here and there's a lot of 
goodwill in the city and surely we can get 
people to work on this project together.’ 

Every major service in the area has 
expressed interest to be part of the project, 
including Women’s and Children’s Hospital, 
University of Adelaide, New Generation and 
Memorial Drive Tennis Club. 

Stormwater runs past Adelaide oval and 
into the Torrens but if we could divert it into 
wetlands perhaps near oval two, we would 
be able to use it more wisely. 

Project partner Energy Architecture 
principal John Maitland said future exten- 
sions could involve the capture of 
stormwater in wetlands developed at 
North Adelaide Golf Course. 


These two articles highlight the need for 
a change in policy by our governments. 
They need to stop laying the blame at the 
feet of our gardening community and 
instead take some responsibility and 
implement positive plans. 

The Advertiser article, in particular, 
highlights the concern of the community 
who have taken some positive steps 
towards a solution to our water problems.
